FOR SEAWOLVES

POWERFUL BSUBMARINE FIGHT-
ERS BEING BUILT

Secretary Daniels Bays Comtracts for
“Several Score” of Improved
Crafts Are Placed

Washington, Jan. 31.—New sub-
marine fighters of a powerful type
are about to be turned out in the
United States in large numbers. Af-
ter testifying today before the house
naval committee on the naval appro-
Priation bill Secretary Daniels au-
thorized the statement that contracts
for *‘several scores” of the new craft
have been placed with the Ford Motor
Company of Detroit. He described
them as half way between a destroy-
er and submarine chaser” 200 feeti
long and equipped with latest discov-
eries for combating submarines.

All parts of ships except the en-
gines are to be fabricated in Detroit
and the parts shipped to seaBoard,
where they will be assembled. Chan-
ges in the Ford plant to permit the
handling of the work have progressed
S0 swiftly, Mr. Daniels said, that the
deliveries during the coming summer
are assured,

The new vessels are expected to
prove far superior to the chasers now
in use. They will have steam power
with a grater radius of action, will
be more seaworthy and will be able to
carry heavier armament. It has de-
veloped that the latest German sub-
marines «are equipped with guns
which outrange those of small chas-
ers and even some merchant ships.

Henry Ford, president and princi-
pal owner of the Ford Company, re-
cently placed before Secretary Dan-
iels plans showing the practicability
of converting a large part of his fac-
tory into a ship fabricating plar*
Nawul constructors had evolved the
latest submarine chaser and Rear Ad-
miral David W. Taylor, with two as-
sistants, was sent (o inspect the Ford
plant. After the officers had made
their report the contracts were plac-
ed.

Possibility that additional ~ont-
racts might be given other automo-
bile irms was suggested by Mr. Dan-
fels.

In connection with Mr. Daniels’ re-
newed recommendation for a large in-
crase in both temporary and perma-
nent enlistment personnel of the
navy, it was learned today that the
department plans extensive enlarge-
ment of several existing training
stations. Plans already have been ap-
proved fo renlarging the Pelham Bay
(N. Y.) and Norfolk (Va.) stations.
Five thousand men now are at Pel-
ham Bay and 16,000 at Norfolk.

Secretary Daniels said the navy
now has 95,000 men under instruec-
tion and, with the recommended in-
crease, will have men enough to sup-
ply crews not only for the entire
naval construction program as now
contemplated, but also for the hun-
dreds of merchant ships which are to
be placed uder his supervision.
